The United States, 
like the rest of the world, is be- | 
coming an urban industrial na- 
tion. Fewer and fewer persons | 
are necessary to do farm work. |

The total number of farms de- 
clines with each year, and no- 
where is this as true as in the | 
Southeast. It is an inexorable | 
process. The cities do not en- 
courage it, nor are they enriched 
by it. They are almost over- 
whelmed by the increase in popu- 
lation which overcrowds schools, 
places heavier burdens on social 
welfare agencies, charity hospi- 
tals, and police. 


Urbanization 


There really isn’t a true rural | 
area, in the old sense of the word, 
left in this country. There are 
some remote backward areas, but 
good roads and the automobile | 
have brought urbanization to all | 
but the more isolated locations. | 
The FBI crime statistics reveal | 
that rural crime grows annually, | 
as does that in cities. 


Change is all about us. No en- 
vironment in America is what it 
was even 20 years ago. And we 
all know what happens to any 
specie of man. beast or nature, 
which cannot adapt itself to such 
changes. The farms will remain. 
But they already are conforming | 
to the implacable demands of new | 
situations. The machines, 
hybrids, the processes, are not. 
what they were a few years ago. | 


Nothing could be more harmful | 


to us as a nation than to have.

Education must have help—un- 
less we choose to penalize the’ 
children in the states with less | 
income.

WASHINGTON (‘UPI)—The So- 
viet Union Monday set off its sec- 
ond nuclear explosion since an- 
nouncing last Wednesday that it 
would resume testing. 


An announcement by the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said the Soviets exploded a 
relatively small nuclear device— 
equivalent to about 20,000 tons of 
TNT—in the atmosphere over cen- 
tral Asia.

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Why Not Stabilize 
Pay of Legislators? 


Georgians last year vetoed a.constitu- 
tional amendment which would have au- 
thorized legislators to put themselves 
on an annual salary basis. Because of 
vague wording which gave it a blank 
check character without guarantees that 
it would stop committee junketing, the 
voters properly turned it down. 

But unless some formula is found, the 
people of Georgia one of these days are 
going to get tired of the spiralling costs 
of their legislative process. As it stands 
now, the General Assembly can vote it- 
self a pay raise by simple resolution... It 
does not hesitate to do so.’ In 1958 the 
legislators hiked their daily remunera- 
tion to $40 per day while in session. This 
year it went to $50 per day. 

Many legislators, in addition, manage 
to keep themselves on the state payroll 
throughout most of the year by being as- 
signed to various and sundry investigat- 
ing committees. These committees have 
been growing in size and numbers and 
last year cost the taxpayers $272,713.81. 
Some of the facts they uncover could be 
accomplished with a few well-placed 
phone calls or from published reports, 
yet whole committees spend days on the 
road in search of them—at $20 per day 
and expenses. 

Surely the legislative and executive 
departments can set up a state research 
department to find out a few of the sim- 
ple facts the legislators must have from 
such odd places as Las Vegas, Nev. 
Constitution political editor Reg Mur- 
phy reports that House Speaker George 
Smith and State Treasurer George Ham- 
ilton want to push a_ constitutional 
amendment that will give legislators sal- 
aries to curb abuses of the committee 
privilege. The idea has merit if a system 
can be worked out whereby legislators 
cannot arbitrarily vote their own salaries 
at each session. 

Certainly the present system needs 
changing. It has become, in fact, quite 
scandalous.

Litterbug Crackdown 
Would Be Welcomed 


Georgia’s Highway Patrol has an- 
nounced it is going to begin cracking 
down on people who throw trash while 
traveling on the state’s roads. No one will 
find a quarrel with that. In fact, it should 
have been done long ago. 

Georgia’s laws against litterbugging, 
however, are not strong enough. They 
only prohibit the throwing of trash on 
highway and rights-of-way with nothing 
said about what happens beyond that. 
Litterbugging does not lose its definition 
beyond road limits and punishment for 
throwing trash on anybody’s property 
should be just as severe. 

Violation of the present law, howsenr, 
is a misdemeanor, carrying a maximum 
penalty of 12 months in jail and/or a 
$1,000 fine.

It would be effective to post signs 
conspicuously along our highways, as 
does Florida, calling attention to the law.

But Rus- 
Sia is believed to be quite a bit 
behind the United States in per- 
fection of smaller tactical nuclear 
weapons for battlefield use. The 
emphasis on such devices in the 
actual tests to date lends cor- 
roboration to this thesis.

Meanwhile, it was disclosed at 
Hyanis Port that James Gavin, the 
United States ambassador to 
France, will return to Washington 
Tuesday for conferences with Ken- 
nedy on the nuclear testing and 
Berlin crisis. 

Gavin’s reports will be of unus- 
ual importance since the attitude 
of France’s President Charles de 
Gaulle is a vital factor in both sit- 
uations. 


Assistant Press Secretary Hatch- 
er disclosed Gavin's visit. He 
said the ambassador had held “a 
series of private talks with Presi- 
dent de Gaulle”’ in recent days. 


It was ‘‘fair to assume’’, Hatch- 
er said, that they had discussed 
the nuclear testing developments 
of the past week. 


De Gaulle’s name was conspicu- 
lously absent from a proposal for 
moratorium on nuclear weapons 
tests in the atmosphere which 
was delivered Sunday by Kennedy 


and Macmillan to Khrushchev.

It May Be Useless, Some Say, 


But Americans Build Shelters 


By WALTER WAGGONER

NEW YORK—From New York 
and Boston in the east to Los 
Angeles and San Francisco in the 
west, from major cities and tar- 
get areas lying in between, Civil 
Defense authorities are reporting 
a spurt in the American citizen’s 
fear of nuclear war, his hopes 
to survive, and his intention to 
try. 


Their instinct for self-preserva- 
tion sharpened by presidential 
messages and Soviet accomplish- 
ments, uncounted thousands of 
persons within bomb-blast dis- 
tance of potential targets are 
reported to be seeking guidance 
from both public officials and 
commercial shelter-builders on 
ways to survive an attack. 


Examples of apathy and fatal- 
ism were to be found everywhere: 
like the resident of Omaha, Neb., 
who said: ‘‘Why worry about 
war? We're all going to be dead 
in the first five minutes anyway.”’ 


And the young father in Detroit, 
Mich., who decided bomb or fall- 
out shelters were “utterly use- 
less’’ and added: “Either we 
avoid ever having a thermonu- 
clear war or else we may as well 
write ourselves off.” 


The official reports contrast, 
too, with the results of a recent 
informal poll of New York City’s 


man-in-the-street. Most of the 
more than 100 New York resi- 


dents polled recognized the menace 
of Soviet bombs but seemed re- 
signed to what they felt was their 
inability to be anything more 
than sitting ducks. 

MOUNTING ALARM 

But reports from key Civil De- 
fense offices canvassed by the 
New York Times tell almost 
without exception a_ story of 
mounting public alarm at the 
prospect of war and a keen, new 
interest in shelters, protection and 
survival procedures. 

Persons who at one time showed 
indifference or a ho-hum attitude 
toward Civil Defense have at 
last been shaken by President 
Kennedy’s appeals for greater 
effort, the worsening crisis over 
Berlin, and the . Soviet Union’s 
feats in rocketry and weapons, 
according to these officials. 


The Soviet Union’s decision to 
resume nuclear tests has ap- 
parently convinced a good many 
more that some protection against 
radioactive fall-out might be de- 
sirable, the reports indicated. 


TELL SAME STORY 


Commercial builders of shelters 
tell almost the same story as 
that of the CD offices.

“‘Many have told me they be- 
lieve strangers not prepared will 
try to take over by force from 
those who have ,prepared,”’ he 
said. “I doubt if anyone can tell 
what the public would do in a 
crisis, but the belief persists in

In the 
two-story brownstone at 973 Prince, 
the first garden club in America was 
organized; and the home of the uni- 
versity’s president (at 570 Prince), 
with its massive portico and boxwood 
garden, is one of the finest provided 
any American college head. Stop at 
the old courthouse downtown to see 
the double-barreled cannon invented 
by a Confederate who reckoned he 
could kill more Yankees with two 
cannon balls than one.

And needless to say, their 
selections would put many a 
homemaker to shame.

In addition to being a nurses 
home, the seven-story building 
is also an educational center 
and houses the new Ferst medi- 
cal research laboratory. It lies 
behind the former Hughes Spald- 
ing home, now a part of the 
hospital area. 


The latest in modern con- 
struction, the building has 9% 
rooms for the nurses. Two 
nurses occupy a room. Twin 
beds of sturdy metal, double 
bureaus, desks and chairs pro- 
vide the furnishings. 


One side wall is marked by 
sliding doors of closets with 
ample storage spaces. 


LEISURE HOURS 


On each of the floors there is 
a living room and kitchen area 
where student nurses can gather 
for leisure hours. The kitchen 
section, complete with modern 
equipment, provides splendid fa- 
cilities for ‘‘instant snacks.” 


The living room sections—on 
all floors—are furnished with 
Swedish modern pieces.

Rural Vets 
Can Get 
VA Loans 


The Veterans Administration’s 
regional office in Atlanta said it 


home loans can be made during 


Georgia veterans in rural areas 
where private mortgage money 
is not available for VA-guaranteed 
home loans. 


A. W.Tate,-manager—of the 
regional office, said increased 
allotments of direct home loans 
(resulting from recent legisla- 
tion) has enabled the VA to re- 
lease applications to 772 veterans 
on the waiting list. 


$7 MILLION SO FAR 


The new law will permit the VA 
to draw up to $500 million during 
the current fiscal year and a 
total of $1.2 billion over the next 
six years to make direct loans 
to eligible veterans throughout 
the nation. 


Since the beginning of the cur- 
rent fiscal year (July 1) in Geor- 
gia, some $7.1 million has been 
made available to Georgia vet- 
erans. 


Tate said direct loans can be 
made to veterans living in rural 
areas, small towns and cities 
where it has been determined 
that private mortgage money 
isn’t available. . 


CEILING RAISED

able), he said include’ Bibb, 
Chatham, Clayton, Cobb, DeKalb, 
Fulton, Muscogee and Richmond 
counties.

The May-June Grand Jury be- 
gan an investigation of the Court 
of Ordinary and criticized certain 
methods and practices pertain- 
ing to the allowance of fees for 
administrators, appraisers, and 
guardians as not being in the 
public interest. This Grand Jury 
has continued this investigation 
and after a review of several 
cases and complaints, has found 
that their criticism was merito- 
rious. There have been, in the 
opinion of this Grand Jury, abuses 
of discretion in the fixing of fees 
for extraordinary services of 
guardians and administrators and 
attorneys. It has found abuses 
of discretion in the use of ap- 
praisers and in the fixing of their 
fees. Particularly is this true in 
some instances where the Court 
of Ordinary has appointed the 
guardian or administrator or ap- 
praiser, involving small estates 
that can ill afford extraordinary 
expenses. An examination by a 
special committee from the cur- 
rent Grand Jury indicated that 
the Judge of the Court of Ordi- 
nary has complied with the spe- 
cific recommendations set forth 
in the presentments of the May- 
June Grand Jury.

We recommend that the au- 
thorities of the City of Atlanta 
immediately investigate sites and 
secure land adequate for a new 
Auditorium-Convention Hall and 
for parking facilities, develop 
working plans, and formulate 
methods for financing the project. 
We consider a new Auditorium- 
Convention Hall to be of top pri- 
ority in the next City of Atlanta 
bond issue. 3
